ftated the Value of the old Bilis both ia publick and. pri- 
vate Payments, as equal to Silver of 20 8. per Ounce, thet 
the Government fhould maintain them to be of the fame 
‘Value in 1742, when the Time for their being exchang’d 
at the Treafury. for Silver might reafonably be expected 
to be arrived; or, at leaft, that they would have been 
receiv’d hy the Treafurer at that Value in all publick Pay- 
ments — And whether fince the Security provided for 
the Poſſeſſors of thefe Bills by the A@ in 1736, ts va 
n th’d, and the Treafurer is not enabled to exchange the
